People could sign up with us, giving the subjects they feel qualified 
speak on and what their travelling range might be. NCNA, in turn, 
could not only publicize the listing, but also reinburse the speakers 
directly for their travelling expenses. Michael S. Turrini, our Editor 
and Second Vice-President, has advocated this in the past but only 
got a scanty response. I think it's time to give it another try. ge 


We also thought of producing NCNA Certificates of Appreciation, 
not only for our own NCNA members, but also for our Club Members to 
help them recognize and reward their own outstanding members. 


We'd also like to help coin clubs compete against the commerical 
shows that seem to be drowning us. One way is to have NCNA do more 
advertising in numismatic papers, listing our Club Member coin shows. 
Plus, we could also fund local advertising through some kind of re- 
imbursal program, for our Club Members prior to their own coin shows. 


This is just a sampling. But, to get your ideas too, we need to 
have your participation. NCNA is just like many other organizations 
in that only a few people are doing the jobs and coming up with all 
of the ideas. If you'd like to help, find out if your coin club has 
a Club Delegate who attends our Board of Directors meetings, only 
five per year, and if not, get yourself appointed. We'll all be better 
TOT a. Gs.

What is of concern to your Editor is that to some coin hobbyists 
and coin clubs silver rounds and thought of as bastard children, not 
truly and purely numismatic. Since a dictionary definition of numis- 
matics does not include the wordage silver round and since silver 
round are not refer to by their adherents as medals, then one could 
rightly argue silver rounds are non-numismatic. . 


ca This reminds your Editor of the classic movie 'The Wizard of Oz' 
when Dorothy and her friends arrive at the Emerald City and the scene 
is of the old saying of 'horse-of-a-different-color'. Silver rounds 
are both medals, numismatic art creations, weighing one ounce in sil- 
ver and one ounce silver bars in round shapes. Like the horse, the 
difference is the color one saw. 


The horse changed colors in the movie, but still remained a horse. 
Silver rounds or medals, as one selects to identify them, are still 
created and produced by the same coinage process. The difference being 
only in what name one refers to them. 


Silver rounds are a new and old part of numismatics, especially 
coin club issued ones. They are presently a viable part of our hobby. 
In this, silver rounds or medals certainly in the past few years have 
added to numismatics with new collectors, new collecting series, and 
new creations in medallic art.
